There was but a small andi**nee pn'seiit, 
but those iu atb'iidance hiwl a genuine 
treat, an attraction which was indtMsi 
very pleasing and which won h**arty ap- 
plans*'. 
The evangelist announce*! that 
he would leave for home on Satunhiy 
mornitig, as he wivs really ill and some­ 
w hat weary of rsonstant is'rsecutiou, not 
only

league,

men who should be his friends and 
*n»- 
workers. He referriHl to the article pub­ 
lished in the downtown daily in its issue 
of last uight, copie« l from the Mansfi**ld 
News, and stated that the article was 
false in every particular. 
The incident 
to which the Mansfteld pap*'r r*'fers, o<’- 
cuiT» *d betwiM'n six ami seven v*>ars ago. 
and the ear marks show plainly that tin* 
liquor league, against whom Tra*‘y is 
striking such doughty blows, is the 
mainspring and pushing ¡Kiwer.
